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NEW YORK MODIFIES EAUMES 


LAW 


New 3brk State has rerised the 


drastic character of its famous Baumes 
law. Under this statute, life imprison- 
ment was mandatory for a fourth con- 
viction of felony. 


The so-called fourth-offender 
life- 


penalty law was enacted by the Xew 
York legislature to check the rising 
tide of crime immediately following 
the World war. 


The purpose of criminal laws is that 


-ithey be both deterrent and correction^ 
a!. There is no means of determining 


- the deterrent effects of this fourth- 
offender law. Xo doubt it had consid- 
erable influence in controlling the acts 
of many criminals having three convic- 
tions for felony to their discredit. On 
the other hand, the law appears to 
have pro\ided no possibilities for a 
correctional service to a person faced 
with a iife_ term in prison. 


After more than ten years' trial and 


as a result of some years' study of 
the state's prison problems, Governor 
Roosevelt has just signed a bill pro- 
viding for a minimum penalty of fif- 
teen years imprisonment for fourth 
offenders. 


Investigation following the Auburn 


and Dannemora prison riots in 1930 
disclosed most of the trouble had been 
provoked by inmates serving life terms 
under the Baumes law. It is easy to 
comprehend that men facing life terms 
for crimes classed as felonies, yet of 
minor character, could tfecome exceed- 
ingly hostile and vindictive toward so- 
cietv. In such cases the law \\as a 
failure as a correctional measure. Rath- 
er did it have the opposite effect. 


Also, the investigation disclosed that 


under the fourth-offender act, only 213 
individuals have been convicted and 
that there v. ere many instances in 
which juries failed to convict, or the 
courts accepted pleas of misdemeanors 
in lieu of felonies, because it was felt 
that the mandatory life sentence was 
too severe. 


At the time this law was enacted 


many law-makers w ere of the opinion 
it would not accomplish its purpose 
and predicted its repeal or modifica- 
tion. This opinion appears to have 
been well-founded. 


Michigan has a similar law, more in- 


famous than famous by reason of a so- 
called "'life for a pint'' sentence for 
violation of the prohibition law. A 
man is now sen ing a life term in Jack- 
son prison because his fourth "convic- 
tion for a felony came from his alleged 
possession of a. pint of liquor. 


Xew York has taken a~ forward step 


in modifying the drastic features of a. 
law which, in so many cases, defeated 
its own purpose and resulted in much 
injustice.

HOME CURE OF RUPTURE IN 


INFANCY 


Hernia, breach and rupture are 


different names for the same condi- 
tion, a. protruberance or bulging of 
any internal organ or structure thru 
tEe abdominal walL There is no open 
wound or tear, but merely a weak 
spot that bulges. 


The most frequent situation of 


hernia in infancy is" the navel, um- 
bilicus, belly-button. If this normal 
dimple or depression protrudes, bul- 
ges or stands out, especially when 
the baby cries or strains, it Is um- 
bilical hernia or navel rupture, as 
you please. 


In the majority of cases it may be 


cured by the early and constant ap- 
plication of a suitable support to 
prevent the bulging for a few 
months. 


Ko expensive apparatus or appli- 


ance is necessary- Any handy moth- 
er can ffiake and apply the-most ef- 
fective kind of supporter for such 
hernia. 


First find a button or wooden disk 


or poker chip or coin about-the s!z3 
of the bulging or protruding- r -a. 
Pad rl.ia thickly with -wool (not cot- 
ton) or rubber sponge to give it a 
hemispherical shape like h«if an or- 
ange, and cover with a piece of satin 
or silk, stitched in place to retain 
the padding on the button. 


Apply this with the-padded side on 


the bulging navel and hold it in 
place with the fingers of one hand 
while you attach strips of adhesive 
plaster half an inch wide and sis: or 
eight inches long t«- it and the skin 
in criss-cross fashion, to keep the 
pad exactly upon the naveL 


Then put on the baby's undershirt 


and over this apply a -well fitted bel- 
ly belt to support the pad and main- 
tain slight constant pressure upon 
it. 


The belly belt should be made of 


linen or muslin folded once length- 
wise, and hemmed around the edges.

Touch And 


See Things

Almost every mail brings me a 


note Wat this: -My baby was tn« 
beet child ia the world until this past 
month, Smce then X have no peace. 
He insists upon touching everything 
he sees and I am in constant terror 
lest he- pun something down on his 
head. He has broken more dishes, 
rases, and toys than I'U ever be able 
to replace. What can I do with such 
a child." 


Teach him to see. Help him to 


see. That is what he is trjing to do. 
Ee is a. stranger here and every- 
thing about him is interesting. He 
wants to know what things are. His 
eyes are not enough. A child can- 
not see tmr-gs as fee must see theaa 
to know them, by his eyes alone. 
His fc«pd« must help him. He< learns 
about solid things, about roundi- 
ness, thickness, corners, weight, tem- 
perature, 
texture, by 
touching 


things. He cannot know Chines with, 
out touching them. He will need te 
smell them and taste, them. too. 
All bis senses -are called in to help 
but his hands are the most deoenda- 
bte. 


This is a trying: stage-for the 


household. It is always best, unless 
there is a nursery, to put away 
fragile family treasures when you 
have a. creeper or toddler about. 
Then set about this job systematic- 
ally. Carry him about the room. Let 
him touch the things he wants to 
touch while you are with him. If he 
wants to handle 
a. precious vase 


take it in your own hands. Sit on the 
floor and let him stroke the thing, 
put his face against it, lick it, if he 
like, (Ton can see that it is clean 
first), and so satisfy his desire- to 
know that thing. If you do that he 
is not likely to pull it down and 
smash it- He isn't trying to smasfi 
things. He is trying to see them. 
This is the time to teach him that 
some things are to be touched and 
some left alone. If you take him 
on daily excursions about the house 
this way ne will soon learn -what 
you mean. The fact tnat you help 
•him touch things will mak& iiirp 
quite •willing to accept jour "Xo. 
Don't touch." when you feel -obliged 
to say it, as you sometimes must. 


It helps such children to have 


a. toy box or basket. In this you put 
a mass of objects that you call junk- 
Odds and ends interest children of 
this age. A glass marble, too big to 
swallow—a. rubber ban, a tin cup 
with, rounded edges, a spoon, a bell, 
a wooly toy, a little doll, a string of 
colored -wooden beads, some scraps 
of colored materials, a. few blocks. 
Every day at about the same time, 
he is to be set on his rug, or his 
own armchair, if he can i±i one, and 
investigate this treasure chest. From 
fame to time you extract a bit and 
put in something new. This will 
teach Mm to see things, train him 
to be self sufficient, and save your 
possessions and your nerves. 


Don't forget to carry him about 


the house and garden, on your 
shoulder every now and then, to give 
TifTn a view of the world above his 
head. Tou sse his eyes are only 
about three feet from the floor and 
much of what is above that level 
is ot:t of his understanding sight. 
Accustom him to being- carried about 
in this "way and he •will adjust him- 
self sooner. 


"When children know about the i 


firings in tbe house ai:d grounds 
they are not so likely to be afraid 
of them. Mysterious things, things 
half seen and scarcely known, are 
what create fears. The child who has 
es»lored his world is a. braver child 
than the one who has seen little of 
it and has guessed much. Guesses- 
are soon turned to worries and they 
bring fear. A child must touch in or. 
der to see, and he must see in order 
to understand.

E. Smith of Xew Tork not only has 
revived the controversy 
over the 


cancellation of war debts but he IMS 
set in motion a new controversy on 
reciprocal trade relations. 


Mr. Smith's proposal that a. 25 pfe. 


cent rebate on war debts be given 
foreign governments on the basis of 
the amount of goods bought by their 
nationals from the tJnited States 
is regarded here as similar in princi- 
ple with a* law passed during the 
TVilson administration granting a 5 
per cent tariff discount on goods 
carried in American bottoms. This 
•was never put into effect, although 
it was a law of the land. For Presi- 
dents "Wilson, Harding and Coolidge 
found that it conflicted with the fa- 
"vored-nation clauses 
of 
treaties 


•which the United 
States had with 


many countries. 


TTnder the Smith plan, if America 


granted a reduction to France, for 
example, in the amount 
of money 


owed to the tJnited 
States on war 


debts, it -would do so in exchange for 
a certain v»lume . of trade. 
This 


would amount to a rebate passed in 
this case not to the original com- 
pany :n France which bought goods 
from the TJnited States 
but to the 


French government, which in turn 
•would in some way make it attrac- 
tive for its business people to buy 
goods from America. 


International Issue 


"While this might be desirable from 


the French viewpoint, since it would 
mean cancellation in part of the war 
debt, it would mean that the TJnited 
States in effect had granted some- 
thing to France which it was unwill- 
''-ing to grant to Brazil or Argentina 
or Chile, none of which countries 
owe to the TJnited States 
govern- 


ment any money. The same is true 
of Spain, Xorway, Sweden and Den- 
mark, whose products might not be 
purchased by France because of the 
greater inducement offered 
by the 


government of the United States to 
the government of France. 


"While there is nothing to prevent 


an American, corporation from mak- 
ing any terms ft pleases 
to get^a 


French company to buy its goods in 
preference to or in competition with 
the goods of Scandinavian countries, 
it is a different 
thing when 
the 


American government by arrange- 
ment with the French 
government 
sets tip a system, of virtual subsidy 
In order to influence the flow of 
trade. 


The principle of the favored-na- 


tion, clause is that there shall be no 
discrimination in the matter of trade 
relations as between countries whose 
products come into the United States 
or as between countries which buy 
goods from the United States. 


Treaties are Obstacle 


There would be nothing to prevent 


a formal arrangement between the 
government of two foreign coun- 
tries to subsidize trade or to induce 
a. larger flow, except of course the 
existence of-the favored-nation trea- 
ties, which thus far have been held 
inviolate in 
international 
inter- 


course. 


It is possible for the Smith plan to 


be accepted over the protests of oth- 
er nations affected, 
but it is not 


probable that any such contingency 
•will arise because 
the suggestion 


•would revolutionize the entire basis 
of trade relations. 
The American 


•government -has taken the position 
that foreign governments should not 
in any way interfere with the actual 
flow of trade and President Hoover 
has frowned upon attempts of for- 
eign gcn'ernments to set up monopo- 
lies in particular commodities. 
He 


lias insisted 
that 
governments 


should not themseH es engage in the 
monopolization of products m such a 
Tray as to control prices. In that dis- 
cussion it was emphasized that the 
tendency 
of governments 
to use 


their funds and resources in inter- 
national trade involved 
a vicious 


principle and one calculated to set 
up new economic barriers to the free 
fl<nr of commerce.
